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STOCKHOLDERS'  MEETING 


O.  Henry  Hotel,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
July  8th,  1920. 

In  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  after  notice  regularly  given, 
the  stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  met  in  the 
City  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  July  8th.,  1920. 

Col.  Webb  moved  that  Mr.  A.  W.  Cooke  of  Greensboro,  be  called 
to  the  chair,  which  motion  was  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Cooke  came  to  the  chair,  and  asked  Secretary  R.  B.  White  to 
record  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Chairman  then  called  for  the 
report  of  the  Proxy  Committee,  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
1919,  to-wit:  Messrs.  C.  D.  Benbow,  L.  M.  Michaux  and  C.  G.  Wright,, 
thereupon  Mr.  Michaux  for  the  Committee,  reported  as  follows: 

Private  stock  represented   in  person,    463 

Private  stock  represented  by  proxy, 4,767 

Total  private  stock  represented 5,230 

The  Proxy  Committee  reported  also  that  stock  owned  by  the  State 
was  represented  by  the  State's  Proxy,  to-wit:  30,002  shares. 

Chairman  Cooke  called  upon  the  State's  Proxy  to  present  his  cre- 
dentials, and  thereupon  Mr.  Robert  Hairston  presented  his  Commis- 
sion   signed   by    T.    W.    Bickett,   Governor.      The    Chairman    then    an- 
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nounced  that  there  was  a  quorum  present  and  that  the  meeting  was 
duly  organized  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Upon  request  of  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary  then  read  the  min- 
utes of  the  1919  stockholders  meeting,  which,  without  objections  were 
approved. 

Secretary  R.  B.  White  submitted  the  reports  of  the  President,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Land  Committee 
and  the  Expert,  the  same  being  printed  on  advance  sheets  and  were 
passed  around  amongst  the  stockholders. 

Mr.  Tomlin  moved  that  the  several  reports  be  accepted  and  print- 
ed in  pamphlet  form  along  with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  election  of  Directors  was  in 
order,  consisting  of  twelve,  four  (4)  on  part  of  the  private  stock  and 
eight  (8)  on  part  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Michaux  nominated  for  directors  on  the  part  of  the  private 
stockholders,  Col.  Bennehan  Cameron,  Mr.  Hugh  McRae,  Col.  Alex 
Webb  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Holt,  Jr.,  and  there  were  no  further  nominations. 
The  Chairman  asked  the  Proxy  Committee  to  collect  and  cast  the  vote 
and  thereupon  Mr.  Michaux  on  behalf  of  the  Proxy  Committee  cast 
5,230  votes  for  the  four  persons  above  named,  and  the  Chairman  de- 
clared them  duly  elected  Directors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Robert  Hairston,  State  's  Proxy,  then  placed  in  nomination  on 
the  part  of  the  State  for  Directors:  Messrs.  J.  M.  Allen,  W.  T.  Brown, 
J.  Q.  Gilkey,  T.  L.  Gwyn,  C.  S.  Tomlin,  C.  M.  Vanstory,  J.  P.  Yount, 
W.  H.  Wood,  and  there  were  no  further  nominations,  and  thereupon 
Mr.  Hairston  cast  the  vote  represented  by  the  State's  Stock,  to-wit: 
30,002  shares,  for  the  aforesaid  persons,  and  the  Chairman  declared 
that  they  had  been  duly  elected  Directors  of  the  Company  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  Chairman  then  announced  that  the  election  of  a  Finance  Com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  State  was  in  order  and  the  State's  Proxy 
nominated  and  cast  the  vote  of  the  State  for  Messrs.  F.  S.  Lambeth, 
of  Thomasville,  W.  T.  Hollowell,  of  Goldsboro,  Frank  P.  Tate,  of  Mor- 
ganton,  and  E.  C.  Smith,  of  Raleigh,  and  the  Chairman  announced  that 
they  had  been  duly  elected. 

Mr.  Tomlin  then  moved  the  election  of  a  Proxy  Committee  for  the 
next  annual  meeting.  The  result  of  said  election  is  Mr.  L.  M.  Mi- 
chaux, of  Goldsboro;  Mr.  C.  D.  Benbow,  of  Greensboro,  and  Mr.  C.  G. 
Wright,  of  Greensboro. 
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By  request  of  Mr.  Webb,  minutes  of  Directors'  Meeting  of  May 
17th,  1920,  were  read,  setting  out  reports  and  action  with  respect  to 
sale  of  property  under  lease. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Michaux  the  action  was  approved  and  accepted 
by  unanimous  vote. 

Motion  by  Mr.  Gwyn  that  action  of  Directors  relative  to  restor- 
ing services  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  be  approved.  This  motion 
was  duly  seconded  and  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

There  being  no  further  business,  upon  motion  the  meeting  ad- 
journed, extending  the  thanks  of  the  Stockholders  to  Mr.  A.  W.  Cooke 
for  his  services  as  Chairman  of  the  meeting.

The  lease  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  to  the  Southern 
Railway  Company  provides  that  an  annual  inspection  of  the  property 
of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  shall  be  made  by  a  representative 
of  each  Company  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  roadway  and 
property  is  being  maintained  in  as  good  conditions  as  on  January  1,. 
1896. 

By  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  dated  De- 
cember 26,  1917,  the  railroads  and  systems  of  transportation  of  the- 
United  States  were  taken  under  Federal  control,  effective  at  12 
o'clock,  Noon,  December  28,  1917.  Under  and  by  virtue  of  this 
proclamation,  and  the  Acts  of  Congress  in  connection  therewith,  by 
taking  over  the  Railroad  and  System  of  Transportation  of  the 
Southern  Railway  Company,  the  President  of  the  United  States  as- 
sumed control  of  the  property  leased  by  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company  to  Southern  Railway  Company,  being  the  line  of  road  from 
Goldsboro  to  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  Under  the  conditions  above 
recited  the  property  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  has 
been    operated   by   the   United   States    Railroad   Administration. 

Following    out    the    request  of   the    North    Carolina    Railroad    Com- 
pany that   an   inspection   and  inventory  be  made,  we   beg  to   submit 
report    showing   the    result   of  the   inspection    made   on   September   8,.
